GHOSSING STOP 


ORDINANCE FOR 
COUNTY URGE! 


Enactment of a ‘‘highway 
crossing stop’’ ordinance re- 
quiring all motorists to come 
to a dead stop before crossing 
intersections. throughout the 
county may be requested of 
the Board of Supervisors by 
Capt. Jay Boone, of the county 
traffic squad. 

Traffic Officer Boone is 
studying the problem of redue- 
ing the number of highway 
accidents and ‘tragedies that 
have shocked the county in re- 
cent months and taken a heavy 
death toll. The request that 
an ordinance be passed to gov- 
ern speéd at intersections may 
be presented next Monday at 
the conference of the supervi- 
sors, although the provisions of 
the proposed ordinance have 
not been all tentatively drawn. 

Captain Boone has discussed 
with Deputy District Attorney 
Stanley Mussell regarding the 
drawing of an ordinance to 
restrict fast driving at dan- 
gerous. corners and intersec- 
tions on the highways. No de- 
cision has been reached and 
will not be until the issue is 
discussed by the- supervisors. 

The tentative proposals in- 
elude the designating of inter- 
sectoins where theré is_ heavy 
traffic as ‘‘highway stop cross- 
ings’’. at which all motorists 
would be required to stop their 
cars before crossing, thus elim- 
inating fast driving and inter- 
section crashes. 

It is also proposed that at 
other intersections, motorists 
traveling on the cross-highways 
be required to stop and mo- 
forists on the principal high- 
ways permitted to cross with- 
out coming to a stop, such as 
is required in

GRAND JURY. LONG; 


ON CRITICISM BUT 
SHORTON REMEDY 


Criticising practically every feat- 
une of county government, the re- 
ports of the 1924 grand jury and 
its auditor were filed in court 
Tuesday and the jury discharged 
by Judge B. F. Warmer. The re- 
ports fill 176 closely typewritten 
pages. 

The criticism is extended to 
every other grand jury dating back 
to 1920 and to the auditors of 
former grand juries. 

The. investigations conducted 
dated back to 1920—over the 
ground covered by four other 
grand. juries—and into the first 
six months of 1925. 

Squabbles Marked Sessions 

Political squabbles marked the 
entire course of the grand jury 
and at times it became difficult 
to get a quorum present, as the re 
sult of the politics that was con- 
tinualHy to the front. : 
" ‘The final report marked the 
abandonment by Foreman Loring 
and his supporters of a threat to 
bring a suit against The Sun and 
the Redlands Facts for alleged ir- 
regularities in the publication of 
the delinquent tax list. A partial 
report made: just before the prim- 
ary election last August promised 
‘suit against the two newspapers 
for alleged over-charges. No re- 
ference to this allegation is made 
in the final report and no suit 
was . ever started by the grand

No statement of author- 
ity for figures from other counties 
is given in the report.

On the contention that Lee 
had been awarded agecree of 
divorce in Missouri and there 
awarded the custody of his 
five-year-old child, Robert Lee, 
the governor of Mussouri re- 
fused to recognize the extra- 
dition request signed by Gov. 
Friend W. Richardson on 
which Deputy Sheriff R. A. 
Bright attempted to bring Lee 
back to California. Lee was 
arrested on a California war- 
rant ecarging him with steal- 
ing the cild from his divorced 
wife, Ruth Lee, of Ontario. 

In the California courts Mrs. 
Lee was awarded exclusive cus- 
tody of the child, which, it is 
charged, was twice stolen by 
Lee and taken to Kansas, 
where Mrs. Lee each time re- 
covered its eustody. 

Lee, in obtaining a divorce 
in Missouri did not serve a 
copy of the proceedings on 
Mrs. Lee, who later was grant- 
ed a divorce in California. In 
this state her decree is valid 
and the order awarding her 
custody of the child is recog- 
nized. Twice, attempts to ex- 
tradite Lee from Missouri have 
failed, Deputy Sheriff Bright

Kendall Gives Item 
Telling of Jury Costs 


550 Per Cent Increase Is One 
Reason of Government Cost 


Prepare for a lesson in gov- 
ernmental economy. 

A. G@. Kendall, chairman of 
the Board of Supervisor, was 
interviewed Tuesday regard- 
ing the grand jury report that 
addressed much of its attack 
at ‘‘one-man government.”’ 

The grand jury observed: 
‘In our judgment the powers 
granted the Board of Supervi- 
sors by the charter are abus- 
ed beyond endurance by the 
flagrant disregard of economy 
in the expenditures of - publie 
money.’’ 

“Yes, I read that part of the 
report,’’ admitted the chairman 
of the board, and the so-called 
‘‘one-man government.’’ 

“Tt is true,’’ continued the 
chairman, ‘‘that there is an in- 
crease in the cost of govern- 
ment. Take for instance the 
cost of grand juries. Last year 
the budget provided for $1000 
for the fees and traveling ex- 
penses of grand jurors. The 
auditor recommended $3000, 
an increase of $2000 for the 
grand jury that has just retir- 
ed. The Board of Supervisors, 
fearing that $3000 would not 
be enough, increased the - al- 
lowance to $4000. And one of 
the last acts of the foreman 
;of the grand jury was to pre- 
sent a bill for $1500 addition- 
al, making the total $5500 for 
fees and expenses of the 
grand jurors. 

‘“‘Thus we have an increase 
of 500 per cent in one depart- 
ment of the county government 
and what can the Board of 
Supervisors do about it?’’

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Speaking of Summer 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

Summer is here, officially and otherwise, 
and it is a wonderful sensation. The sun’s 
rays that flood California with light and 
warmth are preparing for market the great- 
est fruit and vegetable crop in the world. 
The golden sunshine of yesterday, today and 
tomorrow will ring up many million dollars 
on California’s cash register, beginning with 
the melon and berry crops, including the great 
peach and apricot harvest, the yield of the 
vineyard and finally in far-off next winter 
the orange crop that is now setting on the 
trees. 

All of which brings us to the real subject 
of this discussion. 

How often residents of the interior of 
Southern California, particularly San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside and Redlands, hear these 
words while they are traveling over the state 
and meet people of other cities: ‘‘Oh, yes, it 
is hot there where you live, isn’t it?’’ 

As a matter of fact the interior of South- 
ern California is a summer resort compared 
with the two great valleys of. Northern Cali- 
fornia, but it is apparently useless to defend 
ourselves on that score. These three cities at 
least have a state-wide reputation of being 
unusually hot, and because the reputation is 
so vividly stamped on uninformed minds, it 
would seem unwise to attempt to launch 
a campaign of education to the contrary.’ 

But there is a way to meet this heat pro- 
paganda. 

**Ah, that is what puts the yellow into our 
oranges !’’ 

If that sentence were adopted as a slogan 
and handed back to those who talk of our 
heat, not many years would be required to 
build up the state-wide idea that the summer 
temperature in the interior of Southern Cali- 
fornia is a recognized asset of which the resi- 
dents are proud, 

‘And our nights are cool,’’ 

That could be added for good measure. 

So long as the cities involved in this heat 
propaganda permit it to plague them, just 
so long will the unjust reputation prevail. 
Instead of Riverside complaining that San 
Bernardino gets the best of it in the location 
of government thermometers, or vice versa, 
or one or both cities charging the Redlands 
Chamber of Commeree marks down its sum- 
mer temperatures a couple of degrees, there 
should be the element of pride in our heat. 

Were it not for the summer months, or- 
anges would not be ripening in November in 
this great interior section of Southern Cali- 
fornia.

in having Mr. Van Smith as presi- 
dent of the board of prison direct- 
ors, giving as he does a large por 
tion of his time, wonderful energy 
and ability to this work, without 
compensation, except the __ satis- 
faction of knowing that his state 
and fellowmen are benefited and 
appreciative.” 


Criticism of salary increases is 
made. This refers to items dat- 
ling back three or four yeais and 
to the new salary measure adopt- 
The report contends 
the ordinancé was not properly 
amended in one instance and that 
J. W. Cole, county highway com- 
missioner, drew an increase in 
salary of $400 to which he is 
not legally entitled. Consolidation 
of the highway commissioner’s and 
county surveyors offices is re- 
commended. 


Everybody Else Did -Poor Work 

There is much criticism of all 
other audits made. Desmond, 
who spent many years in political 
office, listed’ item after item dat- 
ng back for many years which he 
said were not im proper form: 
There is no charge, however, of 
fraud. Particular complaint is 
made that the auditor of the 1923 
grand jury charged the county 
$1,168.12, whereas only $1,158.12 
was due, an overcharge of $10. 
“We call your attention to this 
as an example of the unbusiness- 
like manner in which the county 
expenditures were handled,” says 
‘the: gratid jury report. 

There is criticism the supervis- 
ors failed to have published an an- 
nual statistical report showing ali 
the financial transactions. | 

The assessor's office spent $41,- 
360.89 during 1924 and Orange 
‘and Santa Barbara combined spent 
only $41,401.56, it is charged. 

The tax collector’s office spent 
$20,405.01 during 1924, and Orange 
and Santa Barbara, combined, 
spent only $29,690.36, but the re- 
port adds “This office is efficient- 
ly -managed and every detail of 
the work is up to the minute.” 

The ‘supervisors are criticised 
for granting a 10 per cent in- 
crease in the price of the delin- 
quent tax list publication. 

The auditor’s office spent $24,- 
051.41 during 1924 and Orange, 
Riverside and Santa Barbara com- 
bined spent only $24,329.46. 
Treasurer’s Office Did Good Work 

The treastrer’s office “is well 
eonducted and makes a compara- 
tively good showing.” “We under- 
stand he has the best record of 
any treasurer in the state, both as 
to interest rates and the largest 
amount of county money drawing 
interest in proportion to the bal- 
ances on hand.” 

“We found the county clerk's 

be efficiently ‘handled, 
Clerk Harry L. Allison and his as- 
sistants having their work well in 
hand and attending strictly to 
business,. giving the public court- 
eous and prompt service at all 


times. The expense of this office || 


is kept well within the limit of 
the budget and compares favor- 
ably with the adjacent countie: 
when the size of this county is 
taken into consideration.” 

The surveyor’s office “practical- 
ly equals the expense of River- 
side, Orange and Santa Barbara 
counties ‘combined: The very- 

t- area of this county may ex- 
plain the high cost in a measure 
but we feel there are other reas- 
ons.” Cost of the office is $17,- 
769.09 and the cost of the other 
three counties combined is $18,- 
062.27. 

The county recorder’s office “is 
handling the largest. volume of 
business in its history’ and while 
the expense is less than Orange
